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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of group I comprising claims 1 - 20, 24 - 36 and 38 
in the reply filed on 8/29/2006 is acknowledged. Nonelected claims 21 -23, 37 and 39 are 
canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 20, 24 - 36 and. 3 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Paul (U.S. Pat. No. 4,740,475) teaches an exemplary self-contained detection device 
incorporating the use of a rupturable capsule or ampoule containing an indicator reagent. 

Regarding claim 1 , the cited prior art neither teach nor fairly suggest a device for 
detecting the presence of a substance in a test fluid, the device further comprising: said ampoule 
having an outer diameter substantially less than a diameter of said lumen; a first filter positioned 
within a lumen of the first housing in abutting relation to a first end of said ampoule; a second 
filter positioned within a lumen of said first housing in abutting relation to a second end of said 
ampoule; said first and second filters being snugly received within said lumen of said first 
housing; a first concavity formed in an inboard end of said first filter; a second concavity formed 
in an inboard end of said second filter; said first concavity being complementary in size and 
shape to a convex first rounded end of said ampoule; said second concavity being 
complementary in size and shape to a convex second rounded end of said ampoule; whereby 
said first and second concavities hold said ampoule in substantially coincident relation to a 
longitudinal axis of symmetry of said first housing.
